Sept. 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A number of the richest 
corporations in the country have 
formed an alliance against strikes. 
Among the members are the Westing- 
house system, Yale Lock Company, 
Oolts Arms Company, and four or five 
other big factories and presumably the 
Pullman interests. In the compact it 
is agreed, in case a strike occurs, to en- 
forces unreasonable demands, whether 
| thé strike be against one or all of the 
associated factories, that all work is to 
cease. The strikers are to be allowed 
to remain idle until they see fi 
turn to work, and no factory is to em- 
ploy any worker who may have left any 
actory on a strike. Neither is an as- 
sociated factory to seek workers dur- 
ing the strike from any of the feder- 
ated works.

A MEMBER OF ‘THE BOARD. 


His Duties and Responsibilities as 


One of the Managers His 
: Services for the Santa 
Monica Branch, 


Col. H. H. Markham departed at 
12:40 yesterday afternoon for San Fran- 
cisco, whither he goes to attend to im- 
portant matters iu relation to the cam- 
paign. The Colonel was accompanied 
by his stenographer, and the exact 
date of his return is uncertain. 

Before his departure the Republican 
nominee was seen by a TIMES repre- 
sentative, and a brief chat requested. 
seems that the Colonel’s attitude 
with regard to the Soldiers’ Home at 
Santa Monica has been misunderstood 
by some of the veterans residing here, 
and to set matters aright, and for the 
purpose of giving the resident man- 
ager of the Home an opportunity of go- 
ing on record, a reporter asked him the 
question: 

„Colonel, will you kindly explain ex- 
actly the position you are in with 
regard to the Soldiers’ Home?“ 

“Certainly, sir,“ was the reply. I 
will be most happy to do so. In the 
first place, Congress, on April 2d, 1889, 
without my knowledge or consent, 
elected me as a member of the Board 
of Managers of the National Home for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers. This 
Board comprises 10 members elected 
by Congress, besides the President of 
the United States, the Secretary of 
War and the Chief Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court. 

“At the time of my election the 
officers of the Santa Monica Soldiers’ 
Home had all been selected, including 
Gov. Treichel, Treasurer Erdman and 
It is strange, but an 
erroneous impression seems to exist 
among some old soldiers as to my 
duties and powers as a member of the 
Board of Managers. I desire to state 
here, for the information of those in- 
terested, that 1 am simply occu- 
pying the position of one of the 
full Board, with no more rights 
than any other one member, and 
ciothed with no more power in relation 
to the management of the Pacific 
branch than] am with regard to any 
ether of the seven branches in the

| Board has the same rights and privi- 


leges in regard to the management o 
this Home at Santa Monica that 


have: no more, no less. 


As a manager I have a right to ad- 
mit soldiers to the Home, provided they 
have not been dishonorably discharged 
from any other Home. In that case 
no manager has a right to order re- ad- 
mission. Such cases must go before 
the full Board and there be decided. 

“IT have no power to discharge any 
inmate from this Home or from any 
other, this duty being conferred only 
on the president of the As to 
the election or removal of officers, I 

ave. precisely. the same power over 


nm only one of thirteen. The Board 
as a whole have these matters to deal 
with. I have heard it rumored that 1 
had power to. discharge and employ 
any officers I saw fit.. This is entirely 
wrong, as I have before explained. 
„A tothe management of the af- 
fairs of the Home on this coast, [ have 


no more to say concerning them than 


any other member; no more than I 
have to say about any other Home in 
the country. I am often termed local 
Manager.” That simply implies that 
Iam located nearer the Home than 
any Other manager, The conduct and 
management of the Santa Monica Home 
‘by its offlcers is wholly and entirely 
independent of me or any other single 
memberoffthe Board. The president 
of the Board is clothed by resolution 
‘with power to act on all matters be- 
tween Board sessions. I have no 
authority to say who shall be employed 
or discharged as workmen or laborers 
about the Home. 

„While the president and a majority 
of the Board at present are Domocrats, 
so far as 1 know politics never enters

Last October, when the difficulty with 


Gov. Treichel came up at the 
Home, Col. Harris, for twelve 
years a member of the Board, 


and myself were appointed a commit- 
tee to take testimony in reference to 
the charges made against the manage- 
ment of the Home, and report the 
same to the full Board. A large 
amount of testimony was taken and a 
number of communications were re- 
ceived from individual soldiers, Grand 
Army posts, and from other parties in- 
terested in the affairs ot the Home. 
Every scintilla of evidence secured was 
placed before the full Board. You 
should distinctly understand that the 
resolution authorizing the taking of 
testimony did not include the power to 
act on the merits or demerits of the 
case. It simply demanded an investi- 
ation and a report. There being a 
arge amount of testimony, the Board 
decided to refer the same to Gen. Me- 
Mahon of New York, and Gen. Black 
of Chicago, with power to report on 
the merits of tne case. That report I 
have never seen, if it has been filed. 
„As to what [ have done for the 
Santa Monica Home during the year 
and five months I have been on the 
Board I would prefer not to talk; 
but as you request the information I 
will give it. uring that time I have 
made four trips to the East on business 
in connection with the Home. During 
the Fiftieth Congress no appropriation 
was made for this Home except for 
maintenance. The Home was left in 
bad shape. They had no facilities 
for cooking. The laundry work was 
done iu the open air with crude ap- 
pliances. There was no hospital nor 
hospital facilities. Everything for 
this part of the institution was cooked 
in the regular kitchen and carried in 
the open air to the barracks, where the 
sick were.cared for. There was no 
heating apparatus in the barracks ex- 
cept cheap stoves, and they were no 


ood. 

„By persistent effort we succeedod 
last fall and winter in getting a bake- 
oven, steam heat in the barracks, a 
little store, a library and other neces- 
sary additions, which made it much 
more comfortable for the inmates. 
During the present session of the Fifty- 
first Congress I have made two trips 
to Washington to do what I could to 
seethat adequate appropriations for 
improvements at the Home were made. 
The last time I was there I spent the 


‘| whole of May and June, and I have 


succeeded in getting $240,000 allowed

A Couple of Arrests Yesterday—The 
Cases in Court. 

The police department is keeping up 
the war on the Louisiana Lottery deal- 
ers, and yesterday morning A. Greene- 
wald was arrested on two additional 
charges and Max Harris on one.

His Accounts Finally Squared by 
the Full Payment: of All. 
Demands—Proceedings 

to bs Dismissed. 


The troubles of Robert 8. Platt, 
County Tax Collector, appear to be 
about over. Yesterday the whele of 
the sum of $1077 was paid over to the 
County Treasurer, and the receipt 
which it is alleged he took when it was 
not ready for him, was made good. 

At one time yesterday, however, it 
looked a little dark for him, and he de- 
clared himself that he believed he 
must go to jail. Two of his bonds 
men came to his relief and paid the 
money, and now the demands of the 
Board of Supervisors are satisfied. 

The transaction. of the unsatisfac- 
tory checks and of the taking of the 
receipt happened fate Wednesday af- 
ternoon. Tnursday morning Col. Ban- 
bury caused investigation to be made 
as to the value of the checks. He 
found that they were all good except 
one, which was signed by Max Harris, 
and was for the sum of 8550. Mr.

Its illeffects are very appar- 
ent, especially on the Pacific. coast.

FARMERS’ MOVEMENT. 
t 

' The farmers, in many sections of the 
Union, have gone into politics in earn- 
nest, and are causing politicians of 
both parties considerable anxiety. At 
Columbus, Ohio, recently, several hun- 
dred delegates, representing nearly ev- 
ery county in the State, met and held 
one of the most important conventions” 
in the history of the State. These dei- 
egates were sent to the convention 
from the Alliance, the Patrons of Hus-

‘bandry, the Patrons of Industry, and 


other farmers’ organizations, for the 
purpose of uniting all for political ac- 
tion. The following extract from the 
report of the Committee on Resolutions 
gives, in very clear and forcible lan- 
guage, the course which this organiza- 
tion intends to adopt: 


We are determined hereafter to hold each 
individual member of every legislative 
body strictly responsible for his own acts 
aud votes. The plea of partisan exigencies 
Will no longer have weight with intelligent 
farmers. Corporations, banks and syndi- 
cates have for years directed largely the 
legislation of the country. Partisan changes 
work no change in this respect. 

Those interests, gorged with the wealth 
wrested from the hands that earned it, 
manage still to have their say, no matter 
which political party hoids~the reins of 
power, The farmers have waited long—too 
long—for the fultiilment of partisan piedges 
80 lavishly made betore election and so soon 
forgotten afterwards, 

Farmers, we must take a new departure. 
Our political machines have not been doing 


our work in a satisfactory manner. Whats 
are we going to do about it? Various prop- 
ositions «re under consideration. t is 


suggested by some that a pew machine must 
be tried; others, that a change of drivers is 

all that is necessary. We must agree upon 

one or the other course of action, The 
farmers must henceforth be a factor in poli- 
tics, not the patient, burden-bearing ass of 
the preseut, content with an occasional 
thistle, but a wide-awake, intelligent, cour- 
ageous directing power. 

Can this condition best be reached by the 
formation of a farmers’ party, or making 
our influence felt in the controi of existing 
parties? It is the sense of this. convention 
that we should first thoroughly test the lat- 
ter, and we hope we shail not be compelied 
to resort to the former alternative. . 


Among the objects aimed at by the 
farmers are equal taxation upon all 
forms of property; the reduction of rail- 
road passénger rates to two cents a 
mile; Government control of;railroads 
and telegraphs, astorates and charges; 
unlimited co nage of silver; the election 
of United States Senators by popular 
vote; forfeiture of all unearned land 
grants; a graded income tax for cor- 
porations and individuals; the Aus- 
tralian ballot system; andthe Butter- 
worth Bill, preventing gambling in 
farm products. 

These are, with scarcely an excep- 
tion, good propositions, and such as 
may be approved of by members of one 
or both of the two great political 
parties. The farmers of the States 
east of the Rocky Mountains have been 
suffering for several years from hard- 
ships not chiefly traceable to political 
conditions—largely owing to the at- 
tempt to farm too mch land, and 
from lack of small economies in rais- 
ing as much as possible of what they 
consume. Politicians of each party 
have promise? the farmers, in turn, 
that they would furnish them relief, but 


the tillers of the soll are still as badly 


off as ever, and in their desperation. 
they now seek to work out politically 
their own salvation. In California 
our happy horticulturalists have not 
the same evile to contend with; con- 
sequently, the Farmers’ Alliance and 
kindred organizations have made little 
progress in this State. They may, 
however, be expected to do so, from 
sympathy, as strikes draw in others 
than the trades directly affected. 

_. Whether the farmers. will find that 
they can appreciably ameliorate their 
condition by legislation remains to be 
seen. There is, however, no use in at- 
tempting to disguise the fact that the 
movement in question is a most im- 
portant one, and will, in the near 
future, exercise a powerful influence 
on national politics. 


AN IRRIGATION CONVENTION. 


The question of irrigation is one of 
the utmost importance to Southern 
California, Although the irrigation 
system is being gradually adopted in 
the northern part of the State, it is 
still specially a Southern California 
system, distinguishing our horticul- 
ture from that of our northern neigh- 
bors. 

It has been suggested that the offi- 


of California, formed under the 
Wright Irrigation Law, should meet in 
convention for the purpose of forming 
a State Association of district officers, 
It is thought that such an association 
would enable each district to benefit 
by the experience of all other 
districts in the solution of prob- 


lems of mutual interest, and 
that an arrangement might be 
made whereby all districts should 


coutribute to the adjustment of such 
difficulties as beset the paths of all 
alike. It is not ualikely that further 
legislation will be required from time 
to time, and that“ concerted action 
upoy the part of the districts would 
greatly facilitate the passage of such 
laws as are needed. It is possible also 
that concerted action may be needed 
to prevent the enactment of legislation 
adverse to the district system. | 
These and other important consider- 
ations have induced the directors of 
the Tulare irrigation district to ex- 
tend an invitation to the directors and 
officers of other irrigation districts to 


meet delegates from the several irri- 


gation districts in convention at Tu- 
lare on the 12th of this month. Ar- 
rangements have been made with the 
railroad company for special rates to 
delegates. 

With the rapid development of our 
horticultural resources, the question.

Mr. Timmins Criticises “Taxpayer” 


— 


our Schools are Behind the 
_ ‘Times—Mr. Wheeler Urges 
| More Individuality. 
The management of the Los Angeles 
public schools continues to be a ques- 
tion of particularinterest to a great 
number of our citizens; to judge from 
the number of communications 
on the subject which reach THE 
TIMES office daily. Below are two 
contributions to the discussion on the 
subject, signed by the writers, and 
each containing much food for thought: 


Los ANGELES, Sept. 4.—[To the Edi- 
tox ot THe Times.| It is time for 


thoughtful friends of public school edu- | 1 


cation to stay the rapidly growing 
tendency to extravagance in the ad- 
ministration of the public schools. It 


costs altogether too much per scholar 
to educate. 


The fact is that the scholars are 
schooled and the schools are superin- 
tended and nagged almost to death. 
The individuality of the scholar is ab- 
sorbed in the individuality of the 
school as such; and the teachers, as rep- 
resentatives of the scholars, not of the 
schools, are losing their individuality 
through useless surveillance of the 
higher powers. Euch higher depart- 
ment in turn, seems to try to stamp 
its arrogant personalities on all grades 
below it. The result of it allis that 
the Board of Education or the Super- 
intendent is monopolizing the individu- 
alistic intellectual wealth of the scholar 
for his own personal reputation, power 
ox aggrandizement. 

It is not extravagant to say that un- 
der the present administration of pub- 


lie school affairs, especially in cities, 


the scholars as individuals do not real- 
ize a benefit of 50 per cent of the money 
expended in their behalf. It is not the 
time or place to explain in detail why; 
but it is enough to say that scholars 
must not be considered parts of a great 
complicated working educational ma- 
chine under the imperious control of a 
superintendent; but as indepen- 
dent and thinking organisms 
that must necessarily be self- 
operating, growing up individually 
like plants in a garden, each preserving 
its own identity and originality, which 
needs only a gardener’s care to insure 
their full development. Scholars now- 
a-days are like cucumbers grown in a 
bottle; cucumbers possibly, but very 
much like a bottle. 
The. less superintendence scholars 
have beyond their own school and indi- 
vidual teacher that they are in daily 
contact with, the better for their future 
moral and intellectual growth. For 
the same reason, there should be a gen- 
eral supervision only, not special, over 
a teacher, for no one can be a success- 
ful teacher who does not have reason- 
able personal freedom in her vocation. 
Success only should be the guarantee 
for continuance in such an. office of in- 
dividual responsibility. — 

However well the principle of collec- 
tiveism may work in the social 
economies of daily subsistance, the 

rinciple of individualism is a vital one 


r the superintendence and main- 


foolishly by red-tape rules for intel- 
lectual marks, for daily school routine 
of government and in the superfluity 
of text-books and ornamental teaching 
—much of which can easily be dis- 


__pensed with, he is forced to believe 


that the publie school system as now 
developed, and must continue to de- 
velop, if no radical change be made, 
willevolute into one of the greatest 
social humbugs of modern times. 
Boards of education and superin- 


tendents must stop thinking for the 
teachers and scholars, but let them, 


the latter, do their own 
thinking at minimum cost. Self-reli- 
ance cannot be taught too early. Then 
will be time enough for children to 
learn facts after they leave school, 
when they can realize what a fact is, 


and its value, if they have been prop- 


erly taught how to think it out in the 
school room.

He simply could not 
do both things; no more can a princi- 
pal who has to teach, If we are to go 
back to the old back-woods plan, then 
it would be better to have no school at 
all. Give us eight months of school in 
proper shape, or none atall. Give us 
schools run in the same style as in the 
East, in San Francisco and even in 
smaller towns, or give us none at all. 
That 1 believe is the sentiment of those 
who have ever known what it is to 
have their children in a city school.

that city there are 17 teach- 
ers specially employed to teach 
gymnastics to the school children. 
‘There are as many teachers of writing, 
drawing and music and in every city 
ofany pretensions the children are 
given the advantage of the special 
training which these teachers have re- 
ceived. Let us hear no more such non- 
sense from Taxpayer (7) It is a sub- 
ject about which he knows little and 
he had better confine himself to some- 
thing in which hewill appear to more 
advantage. 

He also attacks the Superintendent’s 
office and here he displays the same 
amount ofignorance. I hold, and 1 
know it can be proven that the Sup- 
erintendent’s office here is conducted 
more economically than in any city of 
the same size in the West. As well 
not have a managing editor of THE 
TIMES with an editorial writer, as to at- 
tempt to run the schools without a Sup- 
erintent and his deputy.

In Los Angeles 
they are elected every year (a very 
poor plan, for it discourages good 
teachers and tends to keep them 


way.) 

If this last fault were corrected; if 
vacation inthe summer months was 
shortened to six weeks at the most; if 
the schools were open ten months 
every year; if the Board of Education 
managed the affairs of the new build- 
ings better; if the general supplies for 
the schools did not have to be pur- 
chased out of the school fund; if the 
salaries of teachers were increased to 
those paid elsewhere, Los Angeles 
might have a good schoo! department. 
But with the 2 of Mr. Tax- 
payer’s (?) ideas Angeles will be- 
come the laugbing stock of the entire 
educational world.

A Suggestion As to Supplying Balt 
and Table Fish, ~~ 

AVALON, Sept. 5.—[{Correspondence 
of THE Trimes.] One of the great in- 
ducements to pleasure-seekers to this 
resort is the boating, and this, of 
course, includes fishing. But for the 
three years I have had the pleasure of 


being an inhabitantof the island, there 


has been a great scarcity of bait during 
the outing season. This ought not to 
be and it need not be if the proper 
methods are used for procuring bait. 
On the Atlantic coast, all along the 
shores where people engage in fishing, 
one sees weirs. Flood tide brings the 
fish into these weirs, and the ebb tide 
leaves them, and in the weirs there are 
liable to be larger fish than herring, 
smelts and sardines. These, of course, 
would be just what is wanted for 
hotels and boarding houses, for it is of 
prime importance that all fish served 
on the table be fresh as weil as well 
cooked. There are two tides in a day 
(using the fisherman’s phras ,) and 
as the fishes are more plentiful on this 
coast than on the Atlantic (I have 
been in the business there.) I see no 


good reason why every serving of the 


tide would not bring a fresh supply of 
bait and table fish. I believe weirs 
would be just the kind of traps for the 
business, more especially because the 
water is transparent and weirs being 
stationary would not frighten the fish 
as other devices often do. The follow- 
ingisa description of how the weirs 
may be made: Lead a wing from high 
to low water mark, and a few feet 
further. Build this by driving stakes, 
which weave in with a filling of brusb. 
Around the deep water end of said 
wing, construct a und, so called,

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“ANCIENT ENGINEERS, 


THEIR FEATS OF SKILL WHICH MOD- 
~ERNS CANNOT EQUAL. 


The Engincering of Old Times — Present 
Obstacles to the More Advanced Men 
of Our Day — M. Eiffel’s and M. Bar- 
tholdi's Conclusions About the Colossus. 


The bumptiousness of the modern engi- 


‘neer gives little offense, because it is honest 


and guileless. 

It is waste of time to ask him how the 
bowlders of Stonehenge were conveyed to 
their resting place, how the walls of Fie 
sole or Mycene were built; these marvels 


represent the power which lies in the brute 


force of multitudes, and there’s an end of 
the question. Engineering now is an art 
and a science, with which the rude work 
of the savages has no sort of connection. 
One must not inquire why he takes it for 
granted that Stonehenge, for example, was 
built by savages, where the brute multi- 
tude came from, how they subsisted on 
Salisbury Plain, or why it is necessary to 


assume that they were unacquainted witch 


mechanics. 
All that is chose dispute. 
If you cite records of antiquity which tell 


of works he cannot rival that fact alone is 


roof that the record is a lie; for how can 
possibly be that mere Greeks and Romans 
should have been able to do what the build- 
ers of the Eiffel tower and the Forth bridge 
cannot accomplish? We had an amusing 
instance of this feeling lately. The in- 
genious M. Eiffel and the artistic M. Bar- 
tholdi have been gravely pondering the 
Colossus of Rhodes—measuring it and 


- weighing it as per description; and they 


conclude that the thing was simply impos- 
THE COLOSSEUM. 

It could not have been set up, to begin 
with, and when set up it could not have 
stood the pressure of the wind. This is 


demonstrated by all the rules of modern 


science, and he who does not admit the 
demonstration must be prepared to show 
that two and two do not make four. Those 
antique personages who professed to have 
seen the Colossus were victims of an ocular 


delusion or flat story tellers, and that | qj 


greater number who mention it incident- 
ally, as we might mention the ruins of the 
Colosseum, were credulous gossips. The 
fact is that Messrs. Eiffel and Bartholdi 
argue in the fashion usual with engineers. 
Not all of them would pretend that they 
know any law of nature which applies in 
such acase. But very few would listen 


i ew ao if it were urged that the ancients 


ew some laws with which apt were un- 


appears, however, to the disinter- 
ested student, and we can bring forward 
evidence enough. If it be true that the 
Colossus of Rhodes is really proved im- 
possible,” according to the best modern 
authorities, this is a good illustration to 
begin with, for its existence is as well au- 
thenticated as the temple at Delphi and 
the statue of Olympian Zeus, or the Tower 
of London, for that matter, to one who 


bas never seen it. By some means it was 


set up, and by adaptation of some natural 
laws it was made to stand until an earth- 
quake overthrew it. One is embarrassed 
by the number and variety of illustrations 
to the same effect which crowd upon the 


nd. 

Since the Colosseum 1 been mentioned 
we may choose examples of the class. Is 
M. Eiffel prepared to put an awning over 
Trafalgar square when the sun shines, and 
remove it promptly without the aid of a 


central support of steam engines or even 


chains? The area of the Colosseum is cer- 


tainly not less. This may seem a trifling 
matter to the thoughtless because they 
have never considered it. Roman engineers 
covered in that vast expanse with some 
woolen. material, and they worked the 
‘ponderous sheet so easily and smoothly 


that it was drawn and withdrawn as the 
sky changed. The bulk of it must have 


weighed hundreds of tons, all depending 
by ropes from the circumference. But the 
ancients thought so little of this feat that 
they have left us only one trivial detail of 
the method. 


_ALEXANDER’s GIGANTIC TENT. 


So Julius Cesar stretched an awning | 


above the Forum Romanum and great part 
of the Via Sacra in the space of a single 
night. Have any of our modern engineers 


pondered the contemporary descriptions of 


Alexander’s durbar tent before Babylon? 
That, again, appears to have had no cen- 
tral support. It was upheld, says Phy- 
larchus, by eight pillars of solid gold. Of 
the glorious plenishing within we have not 
to speak, since our theme is mechanics. 
Around the throne and the great courtiers 
stood 500 Macedonian guards; in a circle 
‘beyond them 500 Persian guards; beyond 
these again 1,000 archers. To fix a tent 
Which held 2,000 soldiers on duty with 
arms and accoutrements, surrounding, in 
successive circles, the most gorgeous Ori- 
ental court that ever was, with hundreds 


‘of satraps, councilors, generals, eunuchs 


and slaves, would perplex a mechanician 
of the Nineteenth century. 

He will reply that the story is false— 
must be, because he could not match it. 


‘Happily the awning of the Colosseum 


stands beyond dispute, and Alexander’s 
tent is a small matter compared with that. 
But we undertook to deal with the engin- 
eering of the ancients in connection with 
the theatre, having chanced on that class 


of illustration. Pliny tells how Metellus 


Scaurus, Adile, built a wondrous edifice, 
which stirred his rival, C. Curio, to frantic 


‘Jealousy. It may be worth while in pass- 


ing—since we are all so much interested in 
the theatre nowadays and think so much 
of our new ones—to tell what sort of a 
building that was which Curio set himself 
to outdo. It had 360 marble columns, each 
38 feet high and 38 feet apart. Above 2,000 
bronze statues stood among them. The 
stage had three floors, as was usual—the 


lowest paved and fitted with marble, the 


second with glass, the third gilded, boards 
and all. It held 80,000 people. 

Such was the wonder which Curio re- 
solved to beat, and feeling himself unable 
to vie in outlay he summoned the engin- 
eers of the period to design ‘something 
which would “fetch” the qmblic. They 
built two enormous theatres of wood, each 
to contain an audience of 25,000, vAhich 
stood back to back. 

When the spectators assembled in the 
forenoon Curio was chaffed, no doubt, on 
the issue of his attempt to excel Seaurus. 
But the audience returned in the after- 
noon, for these entertainments were de: 
voted to the manes of Curie’s father and 
lasted a month. In the place of two thea- 
tres back to back they found an am phi- 
theatre holding 80,000 persons, wherein 
gladiators and wild beasts contended until 
dewy eve. The two great buildings had 


been swung round and united; and day by |

writing, $2; for disobedient or disor- 
derly conduct, a fine not ex- 
ceeding $5; for getting under the in- 
fluence of liquor at any time or place 
with any part of a uniform on, $5. 

One-fourth of the entire strength of 
the company shall constitute a quorum 
to transact business. Applications 
for admission into the company must 
be made to a committee of tive ap- 
pointed to receive them.
